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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claims 1 , 2 and 37, applicant 
argues the claimed first and second heat radiating films must be located at different heights. However, the claimed subject matter does 
not require the different heights of the first and second heat radiating films. For instance, a substrate may have a recessed first area and a 
device is mounted on the first area such that the top surface of the device is co-planar with the top surface of the non-recessed second 
area of the substrate. Note that this substrate still reads on the claimed substrate. Therefore, when the first and second radiating films are 
formed on the first and second areas, they can be at the same height. Also, substituting the radiation plate 18 of Ohsawa et al. for heat 
radiation elements 30, 32 of Urushima would result in a more effective heat dissipation in a semiconductor device because heat can be 
dissipated directly to air. Further, the combination of Urushima and Ohsawa et al. would include the second heat radiating film that does 
not extend beyond the periphery of the second surface as shown in figure 6 of Urushima. One of ordinary skill in the art would not form the 
modified second radiating film extending beyond the periphery of the second surface of the device of Urushima because that would requre 
more material and consequently more manufacutring cost.. 
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
